IIE continued in this reſolution till the year 
1748, when, having been taken priſoner at ſea 
by a privateer, and thereby prevented joining 
the army as a volunteer, which was then affem-- 
bled near Maeſtricht, under the command of his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland, who 
was equally remarkable for rewarding his volun- 
teers, as well as leading them to action ;—being

one mile and a half north of the town, about 
two o'clock let go her anchor within half a cable's 


length of the ſhore, in thirty-five fathom water, 
and engaged the Fort and ſmaller batteries for 


four hours and a half pretty W Yi During 


this action, Dick MxERRT-FELLOW offered to land 


with the marines under his command, but was 
refuſed permiſſion by Captain Jekyll; the conſe- 
quence of which had liked to have proved fatal 
to the ſhip, as the enemy returned to their guns 
and rack'd her fore and aft, in ſo much, that it 
was thought adviſable to cut her cable and re- 


turn to the fleet, 
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Ix the morning of the 20th, the Commodore 
made ſail, and next day was joined off Dominica 
by the Amazon and two tranſports from Antigua 
with 200 men of Colonel Roſs's regiment; as 
did alſo the Spy ſloop, N. lat. 159, long. W. 60. 
On the 22d, the ſquadron appeared off the Iſland 
of Guadelupe, N. lat. 16®, long. W. 61, and in 
the evening, the plan of attack on the citadel 
and batteries of Baſſe-Jerre, was given out in orders 


by the commander in chief, to commence upon a | 
ſignal next mornin g. 


Ar half paſt fever: on the 23d, the men of 
war ran down cloſe along ſhore, and at nine the 
general attack was made by all the ſhips, with 
great ſpirit, judgment and ſucceſs. The Rip- 
pon engaged the Morne-Rouge, a battery of fix 
guns, but having run in too cloſe, on letting her 
anchor go, ſhe tailed the ſhore and ſtuck faſt. 
Thus expoſed to the fire of Le Morne-Rouge, n 
a ſeven-gun battery on her ſtarboard-bow, ſhe 

cut the cable and hawſer, and continued en- 
gaged with great diſadvantage, till reinforced by 
the Briſtol of fifty guns. 


Ar FS ack the militia of the iſland 
brought up an eightcen pounder, which played 
upon the Rippon, in the way of batterie en barbe, 
for two hours. Many of the men being killed 
or wounded, the ſhip on fire, occaſioned by a 

| large 
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large box, containing 9oo cartridges, having 
blown up, and the grape-ſhot and wadding being 
expended, the Rippon was obliged to fling out 


a fignal of diſtreſs, when the Briſtol came to her 


relief, and at twelve at night the hove off. 


Ar ten o Clock, the town of Baſſi- Terre blazed 
one general conflagration, by the ſhells and car- 
caſes thrown from the four bomb-veſſels which 
were ordered cloſe in ſhore as ſoon as the batteries 
had been filenced, and continued to play upon 
the town and citadel all night. During the en- 
gagement of this day, the ſquadron ſuſtained but 


little loſs of men. The Rippon, upon the whole, 
ſuffered as much as any ſhip. 


N EXT 1 the Commodore anchored in the 
road, and in the afternoon the troops were landed 
and found the town and citadel abandoned, which 
they took immediate poſſeſſion of. We were 
now joined by the Buckingham of fixty-four 
guns, and other ſhips from Barbadoes. 


JaxvarY 25, the enemy appeared to the num- 
ber of 2000, throwing up intrenchments with a 
deſign to defend the Governor's head-quarters, | 
and the Dos d' Ane, to the laſt extremity.

approaching enemy defied in arms at the water's 
edge, not by letters at a diſtance.

timidity would render abortive, whatever under- . 


| ſtanding might inſpire. 


IN conſequence of this refuſal to come into 
terms of capitulation, the inhabitants of Baſſe-Terre 
ſuffered great hardſhips, and the troops burnt the 15 
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canes and ſcoured the country for many days, 


during which time frequent ſkirmiſhing enſued. 


Fr ERUARY 6, a ſtrong naval force, with two 


bombs and*three tenders, with a large detach- 
ment of marines from the other ſhips, ſailed to 


the eaſtward for Grande-Terre, and on the 1oth 


the Panther was ſent as a reinforcement. On the 


13th, Fort Louis, at Grande-Terre, was taken after 


a ſevere cannonading for fix hours, and the 
enemy drove from their entrenchments by the 


marines and Highlanders with fixed bayonets. 


FEBRUAR 14, the Nippon and Spy failed this 
morning, with 500 fick and wounded from the 


regimental hoſpital on board of eight tranſports, 
for St. John's Town, Antigua, North lat. 17 


long. W. 61% 20. The Nippon having per- 


formed this ſervice, returned and anchored in 
Baſſe-Terie Road, on the 22d, where Dick found 
affairs much in the ſame poſture he had left them 
eight days before. 


Tux French, on the iſland, tried every ſtra- 
tagem they could deviſe to draw our men out 
into the ſun, whoſe meridian rays they well knew 
were fatally powerful on European conſtitutions, 
and by theſe artifices they vainly flattered them- 
| lelves to weary out the Englith troops : we had 
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indeed 1800 men of the army fick or dead al 
this time. 


Major General Hopſon died at head-quarters 
on the 27th, when the command devolved on 
Major General Barrington. The ſame evening 
the Rippon and Briſtol were ordered to cruize 
off the iſland of St. Euſtatia, to prevent our good 
friends the Dutch, from ſupplying the enemy with 
proviſions, &c. which they had conſtantly done 
from the time the TR took pofleſſion of 
voy" -Terre. 


EARLY in March, the batteries were blown up 
and deſtroyed, the whole army embarked on 
board the tranſports, leaving the Engliſh Go- 
vernor and a garriſon in the citadel, and a 
naval force to cover it; the Commodore with 
the fleet ſailed for Grande-Terre, where they 
anchored on the 11th, and found the marines 
in poſſeſſion, but very fickly. On the 13th, our 
ſquadron failed for Prince Rupert's Bay, Do- 
minica, diftant nine leagues, in conſequence of 
| hearing that eight fail of the line and three 
frigates, under Monſieur Du Bompar, was then 
at Port-Royal. This retrogade motion of ours 
was of infinite advantage to the enemy's priva- 
teers, who took not leſs than between eighty and 
ninety fail of Engliſh merchantmen, which they 
carried into Martinico, after the cruizers (the 
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Nippon and Briſtol) were called in, in eleven 
weeks. 


Bur, to paſs over all theſe after- thoughts, we 


thall briefly add, that affairs wore a gloomy 
aſpect at Baſſe-Terre, where the French often en- 


gaged the attention of the garriſon, and our Go- 
vernor, Lieut. Colonel Deſbriſay,“ and Major 
Trollop, were both blown up by a powder ma- 
gazine, while they were reconnoitering the enemy 


with a teleſcope. 


Tux Engliſh after this, ſeemed to gain ſome par- 
tial advantage here at and Grorde-Terre, by ſallies

pect of the channel leading to that town, on 
which all ſhips and veſſels paſſing to and fro, are 
eafily diſtinguiſhed. It was built in the year 1743, 
by the late John Davy, Eſq. and ſtands, as it were, 
at the head of a large and ſpacious bay, with the 
ſea in front, at the diſtance of about three miles, 
and which, viewed from the ſea, has much the 
appearance of what the French call a cul de ac; 
in all their American iſlands. 


Nor far from this, at Caſtle-rifing, Felix, a

in the capacity of Auprrok-GENERAT, as he 


termed it, to which, after many preſſing ſolici- 
tations, Mr. C-ke yielded; and that, as much 
in regard to the opinion the late Mr. C-ke had of 
Dick's electioneering ſervices, as a deſire of re- 


warding them, by placing him in an office, ra- 


ther nominal than active, in which he might 
probably be uſeful; but no ſooner was our 


hero in poſſeſſion of the appointment, under Mr. 


C-ke's hand and ſeal, dated Auguſt 1, 1776,

in other counties, was to dwindle into an n 
ſcure country Squire, with a joint and dumpling 
every day, and a bottle of port to treat the par- 
ſon with on Sundays: and all this to be done 
according to alt of fancy, in pericranium aſſembled !

However valuable the 
aſſiſtance of a man of letters may be to a work of 
ſo much conſequence, we are free to ſay, that 
without a proper idea of the buſineſs, improved 
by experience, his ſtrictures may operate to its 
diſadvantage. The hiſtory of a county is a very 
improper channel to convey ſpleen or ill-nature 
through: private tranſactions, unleſs of ex- 
emplary merit, are ſubjects too trivial for pub- 
lic record, and we are very happy to obſerve,

Dick Mexy-FELLOW . how 8 retired, and 
almoſt forgot, at M—t-A—a, when his eldeſt 
ſon, July 20, 1778, received an enſigney in the 
Weſt-Norfolk regiment, commanded by the Right 
Honble the Earl of Orford, then lying on the 

coaſt of Suffolk. He, next day, had an oppor-

In 1780, he was again encamped on 
Tenpenny Common, near St. Oſyth in Eflex, and 
from thence was appointed by his Majeſty an 
Enſign in the 6th regiment of foot, cantoned at 
Lewis in Suſſex, and in the December following 
promoted to a lieutenancy in a royal independent 
company, for which he raiſed 30 men at Nor- 
wich. November 17, 1781, he received a com- 
miſſion, as Captain of a company in the 102d 
regiment of foot, then going to the Eaſt-Indies:

nineteen years old) he fortunately ſucceeded by

W hear dom Dublin, that a noble Lord, famous 


for his ſkill in caricaturas, at a late public dinner 


at his apartments, tao off a gentleman a little remarkable 
in his features: it happened that this gentleman was as 
great a proficient in caracaturas as his lordſpip; and ob- 


lerving, at the potrom of a long table. „what he was about, 
took 
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took out his pencil alſo, and, on the back of a letter, drew 
a ſtrong and very ridiculous likeneſs of the noble peer, in 
the attitude of drawing. The latter, having finiſhed his 
own performance, handed it down the table, till it came 
to the gentleman himſelf, who, laughing heartily at it, 
ſlip'd into his neighbour's hand his own caricatura of my 
lord, and paſied it up the table on the other fide. A 
general laugh enſued, and the noble peer enjoying this 
public approbation of his humor, ſat highly delighted, 
and in great ſpirits; when, in his turn, he was preſented 
with his own ridiculous figure, which had equally di- 
verted half the company.—This unexpected ſtroke viſibly 
made its impreſſion ; he appeared much chagrin'd, and 
ſoon after retired, to the no ſmall entertainment of the 
company, and indeed of the whole city, when the ſtory 
was related in all its circumſtances the following day.

room were not wp6n the broad grin; and he actually 
made Lady Dalkeith, part with a favorite footman of her 
own, becauſe he had feveral times obſerved him with un- 


moved muſcles, when the reſt could not reſtrain the riſi- 
ble impulſe; his memory was prodigious, he never read 


the claſſics, he had them all at his fingers ends from the 


acquiſitions he had made at ichool ; and that this is pro- 
bable, appears from a circumſtance that happened at 


Rainham, where his brother, George, the preſent Lord, 


loſt twenty guineas in a bett to him, that he did not 


know what was in an old leaſe, which George knew he 


could have ſeen but once in his life; Charles repeated 
every clauſe, and every circumſtance with ſuch exactneſs, 
that the whole family were aftoniſhed, His talents, . 
with all their powers, had ſhades that were unaccount- 

able, unleſs we attribute them to timidity; he had his 
hours when he could do nothing, and he avoided the 

Houſe ; when he knew he ſhould meet with a violent
